In this there is no cause for looking with jaun- 
diced eyésat thesouth. As Mr. Cadwell broadly 
says, there is room enough for usall. Our increas- 
ing population more than keeps ahead of our in- 
creasing matufactures. “Then there is the foreign 
market, hardly yet entered by Americans, though 
the Indian Head, Nashua and other milfs have ob 
tained a good foothold in China. The tendency to 
the manufacture of finer goods hereat the Nofth. not 
only incotton but in everything else, will long 
viveusthe advantage which comes from skill and 
experience. Asthis will give us the supremacy in 
manufacturing, we can afford to regard in the 
spirit of generous rivalry both the south and west, 
» eae the latter is making enormous strides in 
manufacturing. With such energetic and enter- 
prising competitors New England must put its best 
foot forward, aud thatis whatit ought to do or fall 
to the rear gracefully and uncomplainingly.

North Carolina. as has been frequently stated, 
has two distinct representative exhibits—one inthe 
department of the Richmond and Danville rail- 
road company, and another under the supervision 
of the department of agriculture. These are near 
together, and while distinct, their proximity serves 
to secure for North Curolina an extended notice. 
Professor Smith, who is in charge, says in talking 
that the North Carolina exhibits embrace a 
larger variety of valuable iron ores than 
any other one state represented in the ex- 
position. They are shown in -ample vol 
ume to insure their commercial importance. Of 
copper ores and mine products, in the shape of 
charcoal refined copper ingots and plates, North 
Carolina makes a show altogether unique and un- 
surpassed by any other show of copper or copper 
ores upon the boards. In chrome ores, manganese, 
nickel, silver and gold ores, she has a monopoly, 
except, perhaps, in the gold ores of northeast Geor- 
gia. But the great area embraced in the gold pro 
ducing region of North Carolina is greater ean 
any other of the southern states. There is a 
very large exhibit of these ores in the Rich- 
mond and Danville railroad department, ranging 
in their assay value from five dollars té five hun- 
dred and six dollars of gold per ton. There is a 
broad and comprehensive field in thisigold belt of 
North Carolina for practical examination and in- 
vestment. In corundum and mica and bright to- 
bacco, she carries off the palm. Indeed, in mica 
and corutr.dum she is the only state that furnishes 
these articles for commercial uses, and the increas- 
ing demand for them must lead to a more thorough 
eXamination of the deposits and a better system of 
mining them,
